11-954, as amended, between the STATE OF ARIZONA,/ acting by and
through its DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION {the '"State") and the
CITY OF YUMA, acting by and through its MAYOR and CITY COUNCIL
{the "City").

I. RECITAL

1. The State is empowered by Arizona Revised GStatutes
Section 28-108 to enter into this agreement and has by
resolution, a copy of which is attached hereto and made a part
hereof, resolved to enter into this agreement and has delegated
to the undersigned the authority to execute this agreement on
behalf of the State.

Z. The City is empowered by Arizona Revised Statutes
Section 48-572 to enter into this agreement and has by
resolution, a copy of which is attached hereto and made a part
hereof, resolved to enter into this agreement and has
authorized the undersigned to execute this agreement on hehalf
of the City.

3. The State and the City desire to construct, operate
and maintain a new traffic signal light warranted on State
Route 280 at the intersection of 24th Street in the City, at an
estimated comstruction cost of $120,000.00, hereinafter
referred to as the Project, for the safety and benefit of the

motoring public.

THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual agreements expressed
herein, it is agreed as follows:
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IT. SCOPE OF WORK
1. The State will:

a. Provide to State standards design plans,
specifications and such other documents required for
construction bidding and construction. Incorporate City review
comments as appropriate.

b. Call for bids and award one or more construction
contracts for the Project. Administer same and make all
payments to the contractor(s). Be responsible for any
contractor claims for extra compensation attributable to the

State.

¢. When the Project is complete and functional invoice
the City for thirty three percent (33%) of the reasonable
direct actual cost of construction and construction engineering

of the Project.

d. Upon completion, approve and accept the Project on
behalf of the parties hereto, and provide maintenance.

2, The City will:
a. Review the design documents and provide comments.

b. Be responsible for any contractor claims for extra
compensation attributable to the City.

¢. Upon receipt and approval of an invoice, reimburse
the State for thirty three percent (33%) of the cost of the
Project.

d. Upon completion and acceptance by the State,
provide electrical energy for the Project.

I1T. MISCELLANEQOUS PROVISIONS

1. This agreement shall remain in foree and effect until
completion of said Project and reimbursements; provided,
however, that this agreement, except any provisions herein for
maintenance and electrical energy, which shall be perpetual,
may be cancelled at any time pricr to the award of a
construction contract, upon thirty (30) days written notice to

the other party.
